To the MrShAor! 

^he announcement of the resignation of Hr, Koasiter 
Howard as Curator of the Educational Department to become Chief 
of the Division of Education at The Pennsylvania ttuaeua of Art 
in Philadelphia on December first was received by the entire 
department with tho deepest regret. As head of the department 
for the past nine years he lias won the admiration of the members 
of the staff by hi 3 broad sympathetic understanding of all educa¬ 
tional problems, and by his ability to carry through an inspiring 
program of educational work. His vision extended beyond the immedi¬ 
ate work in the Museum to the educational needs of the community. 

At the some time the department is deprived of the exceedingly valuable 
assistance of Mrs. Howard, a rarely gifted teacher, unusually successful 
in work with children. Their departure is a personal loss to every mem¬ 
ber of the Educational staff. ' 

The educational work for t#e year 1930 with adults has included 
the regular Friday evening lectures by visiting scholars, Sunday pifteraooa 
talks, seven study classes by members of the Educational staff, afternoon 
guidance in the galleries and work with clubs and conventions. In addi¬ 
tion to these regularly scheduled events early Sunday afternoon gallery 
talks were introduced as an experiment and have proved of great popular 
interest. A few outstanding objects in each gallery have been chosen 
by the staff members as subjects for these talks making pf them a challenge 
to the interest of -fee visitor. 

It has been of interest to the department to note that the 
study classes for which the members receive credit, as those given in 
connection with Western Reserve University, have been highly satisfactory. 
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The inf©reace seems to be that the non-credit classes are relatively 
auoh less successful* Attendance at outside lectures at the Y.M.C.A* 
and The Cleveland Institute of Music given by staff members have also 
shown an Increase. 

The work with ohildreu has developed la several ways chiefly 
with Cleveland Heights and Shaker Heights schools. These two suburban 
schools continue to contribute towards the salaries of two senders of 
our teaching staff, and in turn the department is increasing its acquain¬ 
tance with the methods of woj^'in the two schools assisting in the arrange¬ 
ments for Museum visits and working more closely with principals and teachers 
in relating the Museum visit to the school projects. 

The year*s activities with Cleveland Public School classes have 
followed two lineajjj work in the elementary field and work in junior and 
senior class rooms, boring the first eemseter of each school year the 
Museum instructors offer schedules to every elementary school, In tide 
way making practically a city—wide contact* baring the second semester 
visits are scheduled only at the initiative of the school, but time is 
offered to limited lumbers of classes who wish to use Museum material 
intensively and to avail themselves of continued aid of Museum instructors. 
In this way Museum instructors are able to keep closely in touch with 
curricular changes and are also able to prepare new Museum lessons and 
vidual material for distribution through the Education Museum. Talks are 
given.J&«$tiai 0 r and senior high schools at the request of teachers in any 
department upon material which enriches the study in hand. Conference 
hours at the Museum for teachers are held regularly on Saturday mornings 
from ten to twelve o*clock. 

In addition to the above activities there are an increasing 
number of classes from private, parochial and suburban schools.

The pamphlet “Educational Work of 5?he Cleveland Museum of Art* 
has been rewritten and reprinted during the year. Four changes in tee 
building have been of great |*pnfii.tto tee department, - new and larger 
quarters for the ^aucatioaal Extension Department* improvements in the 
east and west class rooms on the second floor for intensive study and 
practical use of the entire collection of primitive art* two large 

fireproof storage rooms for educational materials and properties for plays* 

and 

an alcove for the tea year collection of children*s drawings and records. 

The Extension Department has been put on a bettam working basis 

by additions to the collection of some naaxijoc five hundred objects, more 

help and greatly improved quarters, a large room conveniently located in 

tee serftee section of the building, with good light and ample working 

space, equipped wit a steel shelving adequate to tee collection. Two members 

of tee Educational staff in Europe during tee summer made purchases of material 

bote ancient and modern to round out the collection* Material is used more 

and more each year bp teachers in teaching design and handcraft and to give 
inspiration in special projects. About twenty percent more exhibits were placed 
than last year. The accessions for the year are as follows*
